Clar- 
ence J. Shearn, had the right to de- 
mand answers to his questions relating 
to the contracts between the employes 
and operators by which contracts, It Is 
alleged, the coal trust will be estab- 
lished as a fact and will be prox'ed to 
exist in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 


In hla decision the supremo court 


directed E. B. Thomas, president of tho 
Lehlgh Valley company, and W. H. 
Truesdale, of the Delaware ajid Lacka- 
wiuma, to answer questions regarding 
the fixing of coal rates at tidewater; 
transportation to tidewater and the 
manner or preparing price circulars. 
The decision also compels the Temple

companies to produce hi open court 
their contracts with the carriers.

Charles W. Dunn, then 61 years of 
age and easily the foremost cltiasn 
of "Wallers, a little hamlet five miles 
north of Port Wayne, was first placed 
on trial charged with the murder of 
Alice Cothrell, 
the 
ten-year-old 


daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Cothrell, who resided but a.few doors 
distant from the Dunn residence. The 
case was a strange-one, and at that 
time aroused the widest interest, but 
it is entirely probable that many oi! 
the circumstances have already been 
forgotten by the reading public. 


Alice Cothrell disappeared on Tues- 


day, July 2, 10O1. It was ascer- 
tained that she had been at the Dunn 
residence, where she was a favorite 
with Mrs. Dunn, and visited with 
Maria Snmpleson, a domestic who 
was engaged in the housework on 
that afternoon. Search was institut- 
ed for the child by Mrs. Cothrell and

It was not tho unbroken squares of 
Wellington at tho foot of Mont St.

H-USSIA AMERICA'S FRIEND.
